A  NdflSPS  HEROIC  CONDUCT. 
The  recent  earthquakes  in  India  (says  the 
Daily  News)  seem  to   have  been  the  occasion 
of    many    heroic  actions.     One  .of  the  most 
noticeable  incidents   of  that   trying   time  was 
the    heroism  displayed  by   Nurse  Beadon  at 
Shillarg.  At  the  time  the  earthquake  happened 
she  was  nursing  a  patient  named  Macnaghten, 
who  was  suffering  from  abscesses  of  the  liver. 
Miss  Beadon  had  just  sent  the  attendant  out 
of  the  room  when  the  first  shock  occurred.     It 
Jemed  to  rouse  Macnaghten,    who  had  been 
delirious,  and  when  the  floor  began  to  rock  he 
sprang  cut  of  bed  and  made  for  the  door.     At 
that  moment  the  ceiling  began  to  split.    Nurse 
Beadon  had  just  time  to  drag  her  patient  back, 
push  hint  half    under   the   bed,   ami  throw 
herself  over  his    prostrate  body,    when    the 
chimney  fell  wilh  a  crash.     Mortar,    bricks 
and  debris  of  all  sorts   fell  around  them,  one 
brick  falling  on  Miss  Beadon 's  back  and  hurt  - 
ing  her  badly.     Her  petticoats  were  pinned  to 
the  ground  bya  huge  massof  masonry,     with 
great  dificulty    she     disengaged   herself  and 
shouted  for  help,  but  found  that  the  door  was 
blocked.    Mr.  Macnaghten  was  a  big,  six-foot 
iau,  but  Nurse  Beadon  half  dragged  and  half 
pushed  him  to  the  window,  and  managed  to 
lift  him  up  and  push  him  through  the  window 
into  the  arms  of  the  attendant,  who  was  stand- 
ing below.

She  merely  answered  «I  am  coming-  give 
the  sahib  some  brandy.,,     With  her  arms  full 
of    clothes  she  was  making  her  way  to    the 
window  again,    when  one  of  the  walls  fell 
blocking  her  way.  but  fortunately  not  touching 
her.     When  the  dust  cleared  she    scrambled 
over  the  debris  to  the  window,  to  find  there 
hardly  room  to  get  through.     She  stuck 
in  it,  and  had    to  be  pulled  through  by  tie 
servants,  who  bruised  and  hurt  her  terribly 
but  she  never  uttered  a    word.     Shaking  her 
garments,  which  were  torn  to  ribbons,  she 
commenced  making  an  improvised  tent  out  of 
blankets  and  a  chair  for  her  patient.     During 
this  time  she  had  to  stand  for  fully  an  hour  in 
the  drenching  rain,  with  no  protection  but  her 
torn  nurse's  dress.    Happily,  neither  she  nor 
patient  suffered  any  permanent  injury  from 
the  adventure  they  underwent  and  the  subse- 
quent exposure  to  the  storm.-irVerr/too/^/^ 
cury  2i,  August,  1897.

Tin:  situation  at  Canudos  is  still  partly- 
shrouded  in  mystery.  Enough  is  known, 
however,  to  warrant  the  statement  tlmt 
the  government  forces  have  lost  heavily, 
both  in  repeated  combats  with  the' fana- 
tics and  from  sickness.  Small  pox  has 
broken  out  at  Monte  Santo,  and  the 
troops  have  also  had  to  endure  many 
privations.  Of  the  fanatics,  nothing 
definite  is  known.  Their  number  is 
variously  estimated  from  600  up  to 
3,000,  and  while  one  account  represents 
them  to  be  nearly  without  ammunition, 
another  states  that  they  are  well  armed 
and  provided  with  munitions.  We  have 
also  heard  it  stated  that  several  foreign 
officers  are  with  them.  Unfortunately 
the  affair  is  now  the  subject  of  a  bitter 
political  quarrel,  and  these  contradictory 
reports  are  largely  political  inventions — 
on  the  one  side  to  discredit  the  govern- 
ment, on  the  other  to  exaggerate  the 
difficulties  encountered  and  excuse  a 
dilatory  campaign.  It  is  a  curious  cir- 
cumstance that  the  party,  or  clique, 
principally  responsible  for  the  war,  is 
now  iu  opposition,  and  is  busily  engaged 


in  creating  obstacles  for  the  govern- 
ment. It  is  an  eloquent  proof  that  the 
much  advertised  patriotism  of  the  fire- 
eating  republicans  is  nothing  but  per- 
sonal vanity  and  greed.  How  the 
Canudos  campaign  will  end,  no  one  can 
foretell.  It  may  be  assumed,  however, 
that  the  government  forces  will  soon 
capture  the  place,  the  fanatics  falling 
back  to  some  other  stronghold  in  the 
interior.  With  the  whole  soldo  behind 
them  it  will  be  difficult  for  the  govern- 
ment to  reduce  them  to  subjection.  It 
is  said  that  they  are  already  fortifying 
another  town,  called  Kma,  and  that  the 
greater  part  of  them  have  retired  to 
that  place,  leaving  only  a  small  body  of 
men  for  the  defence  of  Canudos.  As 
the  minister  of  war,  General  Bitten- 
court,  is  now  with  the  expeditionary 
army,  the  delays  and  jealousies  which 
have  thus  far  characterized  the  cam- 
paign, will  probably  no  longer  lie  allowed 
to  prevent  the  termination  of  this  dis- 
creditable conflict. 


The  feverish  anxiety  in  certain  circles 
to  hunt  down  and  punish  enemies,  must 
be  considered  one  of  the  worst  features  iu 
the  present  political  state  of  Brazil. 
Opposition  was  of  course  to  be  expected  ; 
the  change  from  one  form  of  govern- 
ment to  another  could  not  be  effected 
without  it.  But  if  it  is  true  that  the 
Brazilian  people  wanted  the  republic, 
then  all  the  dangers  of  which  we  hear  so 
much,  must  be  largely  imaginary.  A 
good  government  is  rarely  in  so  great 
danger  from  its  own  people,  fora  citizen 
does  not  often  throw  away  the  security 
ami  prosperity  secured  to  him  by  such  a 
government  for  the  uncertain  results  of 
a  revolution.  If  the  republican  leaders 
in  Brazil  really  fear  a  revolutionary  out- 
break, then  it  must  be  because  they 
feel  that  provocation  has  been  given  for 
it  and  that  ample  justification  exists  for 
an  appeal  to  anus.  That  such  a  fear 
exists  we  do  not  doubt,  and  that  it  has 
developed  into  a  veritable  mnania  of 
persecution",  as  alienists  would  describe 
it,  can  not  reasonably  be  doubted.  If  this 
were  not  true,  then  on  what  grounds 
can  we  explain  this  feverish  crusade 
against  religious  fanatics  all  over  the 
country.  Not  only  have  we  a  costly 
military  campaign  against  the  followers 
of  Antonio  Maciel,  otherwise  known  as 
(tCouselheiro,!!  in  the  slate  of  Bahia,  but 
groups  of  fanatics  have  been  discovered 
iu  Parana,  Rio  Grande  do  S til  and  else- 
where. And  in  every  case  the  authorities 
have  considered  it  necessary  to  employ 
force  for  their  subjection.  This,  iu  our 
opinion,  is  a  serious  blunder.  There  has 
never  been  a  time,  either  here  or  else- 
where, when  religious  fanaticism  was 
unknown,  and  there  has  never  been  a 
time  when  persecution  failed  to  make  it 
stronger  and  more  troublesome.  Conse- 
Iheiro  has  been  carrying  on  his  peculiar 
work  in  the  interior  of  Bahia  for  more 
than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  and  if  left 
alone  he  would  be  as  harmless  to-day  as 
when  he  began.  Persecution  has  now 
increased  his  importance  and  greatly 
augmented  his  following,  and  his  success 
in  resisting  the  expeditions  sent  against 
him  now  compels  the  government  to  use 
all  its  power  to  defeat  him.  This  ex- 
perience, which  must  be  considered  a 
misfortune  to  the  country  as  well  as  a 
blunder,  seems, to  have  been  quite  value- 
less, for  in  Parana  and  Rio  Grande 
the  authorities  have  done  their  best  to 
have  it  repeated .  Instead  of  leaving  the 
people  to  the  enjoyment  of  their  own 
religious  opinions,  no  matter  what  they 
may  be,  meddlesome  officials  are  seeking 
to  compel  them  to  'give  them  up  and 
conform  to  the  wishes  of  the  state.  A 
better  way  to  stir  up  discontent  and 
resistance  could  not  be  devised,  and 
unless  care  is  taken  it  will  develop  a 
hostility  to  the  republic  which  will  com- 
pass its  destruction.  It  is  best  to  let 
sleeping  dogs  lie.  The  republic  has 
enough  to  attend  to  id  purging  itself  of 
ignorance,  corruption  and  extravagance; 
it  should  let  religious  matters  alone. 
It  may  be  that  the  Bahia  affair  can  have 
only  one  solution  —  the  suppression  of 
all  armed  resistance  ;  bin  this  will  not 
justify  a  repetition  of  the  blunder  in  the 
south. 


The  reported  rejection  by  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  London  proposal  for  the 
lease  of  the  Central  railway,  was  not 
altogether  unexpected.  It  may  be  that 
the  conditions  of  the  proposal  are  more 
favorable  than  those  reported;  we  cer- 
tainly hope  they  are,  as  the  proposal,  as 
reported,  is  too  far  outside  the  condi- 
tions of  the  cdital  for  serious  considera- 
tion. The  proposal,  however,  will  serve 
the  good  purpose  of  clearing  the  way 
for  a  better  negotiation  at  some  time 
in  the  future.  That  the  Central  rail- 
way will  be  eventually  sold  or  leased, 
we  have  no  doubt  whatever,  for  it  has 
already  been  abundantly  demonstrated 
that  the  government  can  neither  manage 
it,  nor  support  its  deficits.  In  the 
negotiation  just  terminated,  both  parties 
appear  to  have  been  laboring  under 
misapprehensions.  The  government,  on 
the  one  side,  evidently  overvalued  the 
property  and  expected  too  much  for  it. 
The  idea  that  foreign  capitalists  were 
ready  to  grab  for  it  at  any  price,  has 
now  been  proved  a  delusion,  for  there' 
was  apparently  only  one  serious  tender. 
The  government  must  perceive  that  the 
property  has  been  terribly  mismanaged, 
and  is  greatly  depreciated  iu  value.  It 
must  also  see  that  the  initial  payment  of 
£5,000,000  was  too  large,  and  that  the 
economic  conditions,  as  well  as  the  poli- 
tical state  of  the  country,  are  serious 
obstacles  to  the  investment  here  of  large 
sums  of  capital.  Before  paying  a  lump 
sum  of  five  millions  sterling  and  agreeing 
to  pay  a  certain  sum  additional  per  an- 
num, the  foreign  capitalist  will  naturally 
wish  to  know  what  income  he  can  de- 
pend upon  and  what  security  he  will 
have  for  his  money.  Unfortunately  the 
reply  to  such  inquiries  as  these  at  the 
present  timecauucJ  besatisficton  On 
the  other  hand,  the  conclusions  of  the 
London  syndicate  in  regard  to  the  value 
and  security  of  the  investment  have  un- 
doubtedly been  too  unfavorable.  The 
conservative  element  here  in  Brazil  is 
unquestionably  stronger  than  is  at  first 
sight  apparent,  and  we  feel  certain  that 
the  foreign  company  which  manages  the 
line  efficiently  will  receive  a  strong  and 
loyal  support.  There  are  some  noisy 
chauvinists  who  would  rather  see  the 
road  in  ruins  than  under  foreign  control, 
hut  they  are  neither  numerous  nor  in- 
fluential. The  great  majority  would 
prefer  to  see  their  crops  moved  quickly 
and  cheaply,  their  merchandise  carried 
safely  and  expeditiously,  and  their  per- 
sonal safety  made  secure.  That  the 
road  will  pay  handsomely  under  good 
management,  no  one  can  doubt,  and  we 
sincerely  trust  that  the  next  tender  will 
recognize  this  fact.  In  our  opinion,  both 
sides  will  now  have  to  make  concessions. 
Five  millions  down  is  too  much,  and 
too  rigid  a  control  over  the  company's 
management  will  be  a  mistake.  If  the 
government  will  abate  its  pretensions  as 
regards  the  initial  payment,  the  syndi- 
cate will  undoubtedly  be  able  to  offer  a 
better  percentage  of  receipts,  which  will 
be  much  better  for  the  treasury  in  the 
long  run.  Before  issuing  another  cdital, 
we  trust  the  minister  of  industry  will 
seek  better  information  as  to  the  views 
of  investors  in  order  to  avoid  impossible 
conditions.  Brazil  hasmucli  to  gain  by 
the  transfer  of  this  property  to  expe- 
rienced private  control,  and  the  sooner 
that  transfer  is  effected  the  quicker  shall 
we  realize  its  benefits.

_  It  is  reported  that  the  crown-prince  of 
Austria-Hungary  has  privately  married  the 
daughter  of  a  wealthy  German  burgher,  a 
former  superintendent  of  the  Krupp  establish- 
ment This  is  the  most  sensible  thing  the 
prince  has  ever  done,  though  it  gives  us  an 
unfavorable  impression  of  the  jm|Ml 
judgment.  Subsequent  telegrams  state  that 
the  bridegroom  is  an  adventurer  who  has  as- 
sumed the  prince's  title. 

-An  evening  journal  states  that  day  before 
yesterday  the  minister  of  justice  requested  the 
minister  of  marine  to  send  a  war  vessel  to  the 
quarantine  station  at  Ilha  Grande,  because 
the  crew  of  the  British  bark  BugUwod, 
arrived  from  Rangoon,  refused  to  submit  to 
disinfection.  Later,  according  to  the  sa 
journal,  the  vessel  was  disinfected  and  e 
order  which  had  been  given  for  the  departure 
of  the  war  vessel,  was  countermanded. 

—Last  year  the  municipal  council  of  this 
city,  under  the  plea  of  economy,  resolved  to 
dispense  with  shorthand  reporters,  ill  whose 
place  a  number  of  new  employes  were  appoint- 
ed for  the  purpose  of  attending  the  sittings  of 
the  council  and  making  an  abstract  ?L  he 
debates.

-The  last  message  of  the  president  of  the 
state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  shows  that  the  produc- 
tion of  coffee  ill  that  state  is  steadily  de- 
creasing. In  the  10  years  from  18S0  to  1 890 the 
average  annual  production  was  '16,569,815 
kilos,  in  the  five  years  from  1890  to  1S95  it 
was  75,9,2,400,  and  in  the  crop  year  of  1895-96 
itwas7l,599,i4t. 

—Councillor  Duarte  Rodrigues  has  published 
an  article  in  the  Impartial  of  Sao  Paulo  111 
which  he  says :-«The  fall  in  coffee  ought  to 
have  been  foreseen,  because  is  is  produced 
like  all  other  articles  of  general  consumption 
which  are  not  seat  direct  to  the  markets  of  the 
world  by  the  producers,  but  by  a  speculative 
trade  We  are  not  now  dealing  with  an  exces- 
sive production,  hut  with  an  accidental  de- 
crease in  consuuinption.il

There  should  bs 
capital  punishment  for  such  criminals,  ami 
there  should  be  no  delay  in  applying  it  either. 
—The  new  cruiser  Almirante  Barroso  was 
visited  by  the  Brazilian  minister  and  consul 
general  at  Lisbon  on  the  16.U1  hist.  On  the 
following  day  Minister  Assis  Brasil  gave  a 
banquet  to  the  commandant  ami  officers  of 
the  cruiser. 

—  It  is  amusing  to  find  that  the  police 
authorities  are  still  trying  to  suppress  the 
jogo  de  bicho.  Why  not  try  the  effect  of  a 
six  months  imprisonment  for  second  offences, 
instead  of  repeating  fines  which  the  gamblers 
can  well  afford  to  pay  ? 

1  —On  the  evening  of  the  1SU1  inst.  the  Swed- 
ish and  Norwegian  residents  of  this  city  sat 
down  to  a  banquet  at  the  Globo  in  honor  of  the 
25th  anniversary  of  King  Oscar's  coronation. 
Consul  Bolstid  presided  and  the  entertainment 
was  enlivened  by  toasts  and  national  songs. 

It  is  worthy  of  note,   for  the   thousandth 

time,  that  the  city  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  looks 
anything  else  than  the  capital  and  metropolis 
of  a  great  country.  The  municipal  govern- 
ment is  evidently  but  slightly  impressed  with 
the  advantages  of  cleanliness  and  good  o-'der. 
—On  Tuesday  an  ex-clerk  of  the  well 
known  house  of  J.  R.  Sucena  &  Co.  was  ar- 
rested on  the  charge  of  having  withdrawn 
from  the  Banco  da  Republica  by  means  of  a 
forged  check  90,0  $  belonging  to  that  house. 
The  sum  of  84,000$  was  found  in  his  posses- 
sion. 

—  The  announcement  that  conditions  of 
peace  have  been  arranged  in  Uruguay,  has 
been  received  with  lively  satisfaction.  The 
removal  of  Borda  made  this  possible,  and  as 
the  insurgents  are  unable  to  carry  on  a  vig- 
orous campaign,  it  would  appear  best  to 
accept  terms. 

— According  to  recent  cable  reports,  yellow 
fever  has  again  broken  out  at  New  Orleans 
and  other  southern  cities  of  the  United  States. 
It  is  said  to  have  been  introduced  from  some 
Of  the  Central  American  states,  but  whether 
under  the  reciprocity  clause  of  the  McKinley 
tariff,  or  not,  we  cannot  say. 

—The  Italian  residents  of  this  city  celebrated 
on  the  20th  inst.  the  anniversary  of  the  occu- 
pation of  Rome.  The  Largo  do  Rocio  was 
illuminated  and  decorated  on  the  preceding 
evening,  and  a  large  number  of  spectators  were 
present.  The  celebration  on  the  20th  was 
greatly  hampered,  however,  by  rain.

Coffee    Notes 


—From  the  1st  to  the  17th  inst.,  inclusive, 
the  Mogyana  line  delivered  to  the  I'aulista  tS2,- 
7S9  bags  of  coffee  for  transportation  to  Santos, 

—A  Sao  Paulo  telegram  of  the  16th  says  that 
the  long-continued  drouth  in  some  localities 
of  that  state,  has  caused  considerable  injury 
to  the  coffee  plantations. 

—There  was  a  strike  yesterday  among  the 
laborers  at  the  D0111  Pedro  docks,  which  threat- 
ens to  seriouslv  impede  coffee  shipments.  A 
meeting  of  coffee  exporters  is  called  for  this 
afternoon  to  consider  the  situation. 


—The  Uruguayan  government  lias  effected  a 
domestic  loan  of  400,000  pesos  to  cover  tne 
expenses  of  negotiating  peace  with  the  1  ev- 
olutionists. 

-The  prefect  of  the  Federal  District  has 
scut  a  message  to  the  municipal  council  asking 
for  deficiency  appropriations  to  the  amount 
of  651,39^237. 

—Instructions  were  issued  last  week  for  the 
free  dispatch  from  the  custom-house  of  ten 
boxes  of  federal  treasury  notes  printed  by  the 
American  Bank  Note  Co.  and  received  by  the 
[/.'■&  II. '.'steamer  Galileo. 

— During  the  first  5  mouths  of  the  present 
year  the  receipts  of  the  treasury  of  the  state 
of  Rio  de  Janeiro  amounted  to  4,418,528^351 
and  the  disbursements  to  4,780,764*58.1  .m" 
cludiug  the  sum  of  12,50$  spent  in  redeeming 
state    onds. 

—The  floating  debt  of  the  state  of  Rio 
de  Janeiro  amounts  to  4,162,650*582  and  the 
funded  debt  to  4,000,000*,  on  which  the  state 
nays  interest  at  the  rate  of  6°/„  per  annum, 
As  an  offset  to  this  debt  sundry  debtors  owe 
the  state  the  sum  of  8,791,235*488. 

-In  view  of  the  financial  difficulties  of  the 
country  the  jacobin  press  is  urging  President 
I'rudente  de  Moraes  to  resign.  It  fails,  how- 
ever to  show  how  the  situation  ran  be  im- 
proved by  placing  the  country  in  the  hands  of 
the  very  persons  who  have  " 
difficulties. 

—According  to  a  table  organized  by  an  old 
treasury  official  and  published  in  the  Jornal  do 
Commercio  of  the  iStli,  the  pension  list  now 
calls  for  an  appropriation  of  10,585,515*636, 
against  4,059,1 18&77  in  l89°-  This  list 
includes  half-pay,  annuities  and  salaries  of 
retired  officials. 

—The  revenue  of  the  state  of  Uiode  Jaitei-o 
for  the  year  1S96,  according  to  the  last  mes- 
sage of  the  president  of  that  state,  amounted 
to  13,999,823*517,  of  which  the  sum  of  9,74V 
805*044  was  derived  from  the  export  duty  on 
coffee.  The  expenditure  amounted  to  16,674,- 
250*253,  including  loans  to  the  amount  of 
2  120,000$,  made  by  the  state  to  municipal 
governments,  and  the  sum  of  97,5™*  spent 
in  redeeming  state  bonds. 

—It  look  very  peculiar,  surely  !  The  trea- 
sury advises  the  minister  of  industry  that  it 
can  not  remit  78,658  francs  iS  centimes  to  the 
London  delegacy  to  pay  the  Portuguese  post- 
office  on  account  of  transit  charges  on  corres- 
pondence in  1S92  to  1S94,  because  there  is  no 
balance  sufficient  in  the  item  *extmaa& 
ftiidos  "  voted  for  the  current  year.  We  had 
'supposed  that  these  appropriations  for  overdue 
debts  were  made  for  specific  items.  If  so,  then 
the  cash  for  this  particular  item  ought  to  be 
in  the  treasury.  * 

—About  a  mouth  ago  the  Times  correspon- 
dent telegraphed  to  London  that  the  chairman 
of  the  deputies  budget  commission  had  pro- 
posed to  suspend  the  interest  and  amortization 
of  the  Brazilian  foreign  debt.  The  minister 
of  finance  then  cabled  that   the  said  chairman 

referred  only  to  the  amortization,  but  that  the 
government  does  not  favor  the  proposal.     The 

jornal  explains  the  matter  this  morning,  but  in 
a  manner  which  leaves  the  public  to  infer  that 
the  original  telegram  was  invented,  which  the 
Jornal  knows  to  be  wide  of  the  mark. 


—A  meeting  of  prominent  supporters  of  the 
government  was  held  at  Friburgo  Palace  on 
the  night  of  last  Tuesday.  After  some  re- 
marks of  President  Prudctite  de  Moraes,  the 
minister  of  finance  rend  a  statement  showing 
the  financial  difficulties  with  which  the  gov- 
ernment has  to  contend  and  which,  lie  said, 
are  increased  by  the  threatening  altitude  of 
those  who  seek  to  subvert  the  institutions  of 
the  country  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a 
dictatorial  government,  ruling  by  force  and 
violence.  lie  proposed  to  increase  the  lax  on 
salaries  and  to  establish  a  poll-tax  of  20*. 
Congressman  Pelisbello  Freire  spoke  in  favor 
of  an  income  tax,  Congressman  Arthur  rjos 
recommended  the  conversion  of  the  4  0/0  in- 
ternal gold  bonds  into  50/,,  currency  bonds  and 
Congressman  Belisario  Auguslo  suggested  re- 
ductions in  both  civil  and  military  expenses. 
The  minister  of  industry  agreed  with  Deputy 
Belisario  Auguslo,  and  it  was  decided  that 
measures  embodying  the  views  expressed  at 
the  meeting  should  be  submitted  lo  the  consi- 
deration of  congress. 

—If  you  want  to  increase  your  income,  you 
must  destroy  your  source  of  revenue.  On 
the  17th  inst.  Deputy  Aristides  de  Queiroz 
presented  a  project  for  the  payment  of  the 
foreign  debt,  which  is  to  be  done  by  in- 
creasing taxation.  He  proposes  taxes  as  fol. 
lows  :  10  per  cent  additional  on  import  duties, 
5  per  cent  deduction  from  all  public  salaries, 
civil  and  military,  including  all  pensions 
above  Soo*  per  annum,  to  per  cent  on  the 
gross  receipts  of  all  lotteries  drawn  in  the 
country,  the  tobacco  tax,  the  budget  sur- 
pluses," loans  or  contributions  from  states  and 
municipalities,  a  stamp  tax  of  1*000  on  every 
elector,  a  general  capitation  tax  of  500  reis 
per  inhabitant,  male  and  female,  over  17 
years  of  age.  These  will  be  converted  into  a 
spt  \\  fund  for  the  amortization  of  the  foreign 
debt,  to  which  will  be  added  till  gifts,  legacies 
and  subscriptions  for  the  same  purpose.
